Faith. 
Let us look at the faith of 
Abraham when the Lord told 


him to offer up his ion Isaac as a 
burnt often ng. O ! what faith 
Abraba . must have bad, to of- 
ter bis sou whom he loved dear- 
ly, yet he bad that faith in God 
which says, "Not my will but 
Thine be done." What an af- 
fecting scene it must have been 
to see old Abraham with his sil- 
very locks and bis son Isaac just 
in the prime of life wending their 
way uj. the mountain, to offer a 
sacrifice nnto Qod. 

Then when Isaac asked the 
old man the question, "Father, 
where is the lamb for a burnt of. 
feriug?" It must have have re- 
quired a great deal of faith to 
suppress the sorrow of the old 
man's heart to think his dear son 
must be the lamb to be offered. 
Yet did he not flinch nor turn 
back, for he knew if it was God's 
will that it should be so he would 
give him strength to help him 
through. But this waa only 
God's plan of testing Abraham's 
taith, for when he railed the 
knife a voice called unto him and 
said. Abraham turn tbee and thou 
wilt find a ram fait in a bush, go 
slay it and offer it as a burnt sac- 
rifice. So you see how his faith 
was rewarded, and Isaac was 
spared. 

Sometimes it seems as if God 
gives us almost more than we are 
able to bear, and we think he haa 
forsaken m ; yet it may be bii 
plan to test our taith and our 
knowledge of him. For an il- 
lustration : A railroad company 
wishes to hire an engineer, and a 
a man applies for the situation. 
The company would test that 
man thoroughly to see if be un- 
derstood engineering perfectly, 
before tbey would trust him 
with their trains loaded with hu- 
man freight. So' it is with God. 
He wishei to test ue before we 
ake charge of the important 
work he has laid out for us to do: 
That of laving precious souls 
from the paths ot wickedness and 
sin, by telling them of Jesus, the 
mighty Savior of mankind. 

If we stand the test and prove 
to be the right kind of material, 
he will use us in that building, 
not made with hands. Look at 
the faith of Moies while leading 
the children ot Israel out of 
Egypt- When they were in the 
wilderness without food, he pray- 
ed God to lend them food, and 
there wai a kind of food called 
manna rained from heaven. And 
when the children of Israel were 
pursued by Pharaoh how Moses 
stretched out bis rod over the 
sea, and it wai divided, and stood 
ai it were in great walla on eith- 
er side of them while they passed 
through on dry ground. But 
when their pursuers were in the 
midst of the sea Moses stretch- 
ed forth bis rod again and the 
waters came together again and 
their pursuers were all drowned. 

After all the faith Moses had 
in God he committed some great 
ain in the sight of God, tor which 
he waa allowed to see the prom- 
ised land but not enter it. What 
strong faith the three Hebrew 
children showed when cast in the 
fiery furnace. They knew their 
God could deliver them. When 
the king came to look in the 
furnace he said instead of three 


young men I see four, and the 
fourth is like unto the Son of 
God. And the king commanded 
them to come forth, and they 
came without so much as the 
smell of fire on their garments. 
Their faith was rewarded. 

When king Nebuchadnezzar 
sent out his decree that no one 
shoutd pray to any God bot to 
his idols, for the space of one 
week under the penalty ot death. 
Daniel continued Jiie supplica- 
tions to his God, (the true and 
living God,) every morning 
knowing that He wai able and 
willing to save and take care of 
him. The king on learning that 
Daniel continued to pray to his 
God, commanded that be should 
be cait into the den ot lions, that 
they might devour him i but tbe 
God iu whom Daniel bad such 
implicit faith cloaed the lions' 
mouths. Tbe king passed every 
sad and sleepless night and went 
early tbe next morning to the 
lion'a den, and when he called 
Daniel's name, was surprised to 
find him alive and not hurt. He 
commanded that Daniel should 
be taken out and thoie who found 
fault with htm should be oast in- 
to it and they were quickly de- 
voured, because they put not 
their trust in Qod, but in idols. 
Sinners, can you still have no 
taith in God ? Can you not trust 
the God that Daniel trusted? 
Like the apostle Paul of old 
though he sufiered imprisonment 
and shipwreck many times, and 
received many stripes and was 
caat o"t ol the city for dead, yet 
his faith grew stronger all the 
while.
